gers and crew are safe. 


Survivors of the steamer Carolina 


were 
lauding 
today. 
A British 


steamer which picked up 19 of the 
survivors of the vessel at sea ar- 
rived here this morning. There were 
]fi men, two women and one member 
of the crew. 
The Carolina carried 


220 passengers and a crew of 120. 


The Edna T. Douglass arrived off 


Barnejrnt with about 250 survivors 
of the Carolina this afternoon. 


iForty survivors were landed at 


Atlantic City. This accounts for all 
the Carolina passengers but two. 


They reported 
that the liner was 


sunk by a German submarine. 


Another life boat, empty, 
from 


the Carolina was found floating near 
where the vessel was sunk. Examin- 
ation of it 
revealed 
that it had 


been struck by shell fire, indicating 
that the submarine' had 
blown up 


the life boat. 


The liner Grecian arrived at 
an 


Atlantic port carrying survivors of 
the schooner Jacob Haskell. 


An American tank steamer put in 


at another Atlantic port battered 
and crippled by submarine fire. She 
was towed by navy tugs.

Despite Schools Through State Are 


Closing for Summer Vocational

'Indianapolis. 'Jnd., June 4.—An 


year contract for the continuation 
of vocational education, as an emer- 
gency war measure, has been put 
to the Indiana state board for voca- 
tional 
education 
by 
the 
federal 


board representing the wishes of the 
department. 
The task becomes an 


individual 
responsiblity 
with 
the 


school cities of Indiana, particularly 
those in towns of 5,000 or more pop- 
ulation. 


The war program involves the un- 


dertaking of 
an immediate 
drive 


through the public schools 
of the 


state for training conscripted men in 
even schools for radio and buzzer 
wur service work. 
The matter has 


been laid before the Indiana State 
Council of Defense which approved 
a plan of continuing school work 
during the1 vacation period, in recog- 
nition of its 
importance and 
the 


pressing demand for trained 
men 


that has 'come from the military es- 
tablishment. 


•Notwithstanding that many of the 


state schools have closed for 
the 


summer vacation and 
others will 


close in a few days, it is the pur- 
pose of J. G. 'Collieott who is iu 
charge of the vocational educational 
work in 
Indiana, 
to insist 
thai 


schools wherein courses have 
al- 


ready been 
inaugurated 
continue 


their work and where there has been 
no effort made to comply with the 
government's request that arrange- 
ments so to do be perfected at once. 
Mr. Collieott points out 
that the 


federal government shares the ex- 
pense incident to this work and that, 
it is a patriotic duty for local school 
organizations to see that the men of 
their communities have this training 
and greater opportunity to be of im- 
mediate service in the -war. 
' '•Notwithstanding the sacrifices, in- 
volved in the part of educators and 
the expense Mr. Collieott insists that 
Indiana's 
reputation 
for 
being a 


leader in war work'demands 
that 


this feature of the program be given 
prompt and effective attention.

The f>0 nurses of each 
Mobile Hospital Vnit are to hnvc the 
field equipment of officers including 
bedding rolls, army cots, and the 
aluminum IIIPSS kits with, the ''fry- 
ing pan" plates, pint cups aud me- 
tal ''tools." 
They will- lie prepared 


to Camp for 
the night or for tho 


week beside 
the miniature hospital 


on wheels, to remain until, like sol- 
diers, they are ordered elsewhere. 


These units are described by Cup- 


tain J. .P. Yoder of the Army Med- 
ical Department as each being com- 
posed of five sections. A staff of ten 
nurses will accompany each section. 
Motor trucks and trailers "sin be 
transformed 
within two hours, he 


estimates, into 
an operating room 


complete in every 
detail 
from a 


sterilization plant to an X-ray pho- 
tograph room. The purpose, he says 
is ''to bring the operating room to 
the wounded man." And when that 
operating room 
in brought the ten 


nurses come also. A section sup- 
plements an Evacuation Hospital or 
acts for such an institution and may 
be within five 
miles 
of the firing 


line. This is the fourth "mercy'ita- 
tion'' from the front. First there is 
a Regimental First Aid Station, then
